A Self-Supporting 

Chamber of Commerce
Chambers of Commerce throughout California are 

re-examining their respective fiscal positions since the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce broke precedent 
by deciding to meet the budget without the aid of 
public tax money.

Presently, there is thinking along this line in 
Torrance where the local Chamber has for years re­ 
ceived a quite liberal appropriation each year from 
the city. There have been occasions over the years 
when the appropriation simply helped make up the re­ 
curring deficits in the general fund although there has 
always been tacit understanding that the city appro­ 
priation was to be used specifically for promoting the 
business and industrial expansion of the city.  

A chamber of commerce should represent all the 
best interests of the city and we think the Torrance 
organization does this very well. However, confict of 
interests constantly occur when the basic philosophy 
of the free enterprise system demands complete inde­ 
pendence of action for the elected and appointed 
officers and directors of any vigorous, effective 
chamber of commere.

The HERALD believes the time is at hand for 
serious consideration of a program that would lead 
to complete independence of the Torrance Chamber 
of Commerce. To accomplish this worthwhile goal wilf 
mean that business and industrial interests will have 
to increase their support financialy and take a more 
active part in the chamber's activities.

The present management of the organization has 
done a splendid job of buildin'g up an impressive 
roster of membership and the present city administra­ 
tion has been most cooperative in helping to make the 
Chamber's recent years some of the most active in the 
history of the community.

Generally speaking, membership in the Torrance 
Chamber of Commerce has not been realistically costly. 
There are few really large contributors, other than the 
city of Torrance. Raising the dues has been an uphill 
battle and there has been commendable progress, but, 
not enough to warrant the type of independent pro­ 
gram called for by the rapid growth of the city.

A newspaper of the HERALD'S stature, for in­ 
stance, should expect to pay $1000 a year for its 
membership and would do so if this program of inde­ 
pendence was undertaken. There are many others, 
we believe, who feel the same way.

This is not a task to be thrust upon the current 
officers and board of directors. They probably are 
finding plenty to do trying to keep up with the de­ 
veloping pace of the community. They can, however, 
give this suggestion the kind of consideration that may 
one day be regarded as the greatest move ever made 
by the Torrance Chamber of Commerce.

Torrance is growing up fast and with it comes 
greater responsibilities on the part of the business 
and industrial interests of the city. One of these new 
responsibilities, we think, is a chamber of commerce 
supported entirely by the interests it is expected to 
serve. And in serving these interests well it will auto- 
at,ically serve the best interests of all the people of 
Torrance without resort to a handout from the 
taxpayers.
